either in their Life, or Property, or Good Name; for 
theſe things. certainly the Magiſtrare ought to puniſh 
and correct. But it this be what all Religions uni- 
verſally diſclaim, and abhor, there is no danger that

any Man ſhould ſuffer merely for his Religion, becauſe 
the Magiſtrate has a Right to puniſh Sedition and Re- 
bellion, and to do Juſtice in Cafes of private Injury 
and Oppreſſion. One may be miſtaken in his · Noti- 
ons of Religion, and yet in his Political Capacity, as 
touching the Laws of his Countrey, he may be blame- 
_ © . :lefs, and as long as he continues ſo, his Miſtakes are 
out of the Reach of the Magiſtrate's Power. 
The Reaſon of the Caſe extends as well to Do- 
| + '@rines as to Practices: The Magiſtrate has a Right to 
_ ſuppreſs all ſuch as are pernicious to the State. In 
Queen Elizabeth's Time, there were ſome who main- 
- tained as a Point of Religion, The Unlawfulneſs of 
Women's Government: Should the Doctrine be revi- 
ved at this Day, I imagine that the Plea. of Religion 
would not attone for the Malignancy of the Opi-

What has been faid may ſerve to mark out to us the 
Juſt Limits of Spiritual, and Civil Power. The Mi- 
niſters of Chriſt are not of this World, and therefore 
they have no Right to extend their Maſter's Kingdom, 
by the Exerciſe of Worldly or Temporal Power - The 
Civil Magiſtrate is of this World, and the Affairs of 
fit are his proper Care; from which he ought not to 
- be excluded by any Pretences or Pleas of Religion: 
Nor will this bring any Man under Difficulty upon 
the Account of pure Religion, which never interferes 
with the Magiſtrate's Right; but where Men bu Id up- 
on Religion Doctrines or Practices deſtructive of Ci- 
vil Government, they muſt anſwer to God for pervert- 
ing Religion, and to the Magiſtrate for diſturbing the 
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TLaſh. It remains only iber we: Purges whit hide — 
ſaid to the Occaſion of this Day. There are but T wo 
Things which the Church of Rome can inſiſt on, both 
which are determined againſt them by the Doctrine of 

the Text. For /,, Whatever Differences in Religion 
there are between us, yet they are unjuſtifiable i in the 
Methods they uſe for our Converſion. | And 24h, 
| Notwithſtanding all their Pleas of Religion, the Civil 
Power has a Right to puniſh their Practices, and did 
juſtly exerciſe that Right, in bringing the Contrivers 
and Actors of the Bloody Tragedy of this Day to an 
open and a ſhameful Death. Theſe are but the neceſ-

ed in the Opinion of thoſe who may be one Da 
their Governors. Shou d theſe Jealouſies ſo far pre- 
vail, (as we truſt they cannot) as to render one 
great Part of the People of Exglaud ſuſpected to the 
Princes Abroad, what Strength would the Proteſtant 
Succeſſion gain by theſe Means? Would not the 
Conſequence be, that this Part of the People would 
begin to imagine their Cauſe prejudged, and think 
with leſs Pleaſure upon the Security, which now they 
eſteem as their great Bleſſing 2 What may grow out 
of ſuch mutual Diſtruſts in Length of Time, ſhou'd 
they once prevail, I cannot tell, but no Good I am 
ſure. They who heartily wiſh well to the Sueceſſi- 
on, will endeavour that there may be a mutual Con- 
fidence and good Opinion, between the People and 
the Princes of the Blood, That whenever the Time 
comes, which muſt: rob us of our Deareſt Bleſſing, 
They may aſcend the Throne neither ſuſpecting nor 
ſuſpected; but may be receiv'd with as much] OY, as 
the Circumſtances of that ſad (and I hope far diſtant ) 
Pay will admit of. Let the People be told how 
fully they inherit the Virtues of their Royal Ance- 
ſtors, that no Diſtance of Time or Place can ever 
eefface their Love for our common Country; but 
det none but Theirs and their Country's Enemies in- 
ſinuate, that there is any Cauſe for mutuii Fears and 
Jeslonſies between them.
